The French have occupied Tergnier, 
an important railroad junction on the

French aviators report the destiruec- 
tion by the Germans of the historic 
ruins of Coucy-le-Chateau, one of the 
most striking monuments of the feudal 
ages in Europe, built early in the thir- 
teenth century. 

The French war office officially aff- 
nounces that in evacuating Noyon the 
Germans carried away by force fifty 
young Birlg ranging in age from 15 
to 25 years, 

The text of the statement reads: 

“From the Somme to the Aisne our 
troops, while making new progress, 
occupied the reconquered zone. 

“North of the Somme our cavalry 
pushed forward as far as the outskirts 
of Roupy, about seven kilometers from 
St. Quentin, where they gave chase to 
German patrols. 

“Northeast of Chauny 
occupied Turgnier today and crossed 
ahe canal of St. Quentin. Several live- 
ly skirmishes with enemy detachments 
ended to our advantage. 

“In the course of this 
tending over several days, we 
suffered Quite insignificant losses on 
the entire front. Everywhere in our 
advance we have been able to observe 
proven Vandalism and systematic de- 
struction carried out by the enemy, 
which for the greater part was of no 
military value. 

“This afternoon our aviators report- 
ed that the historic ruins of Coucy- 
le-Chateau have been destroyed by an 
explosion.

Balking Offensive Plans. 

“With the fronts as long as they are 
in this war, and with the enormous 
amount of enemy territory held by our 
troops,” said a higher German military

That is what this 
really amounts to. We are now get- 
ing the enemy out of their trenches. 
“The giving up of this portion of our 
front puts an end to all their finely laid 
offensive plans. Ever since November 
hundreds of thousands of men have 
been at work building trenches, muni- 
depots, railroads and cable lines 


fensive of the war. Now at one blow 
all that is gone for nothing. In the 
face of our withdrawal all this is use- 
less. Four months’ work of millions 
upon millions of dollars fn value has 
rendered valueless, while, more 
important still, all the enemy plans are 
likewise of no worth. They must make 
entirely new ones to cope with the new 
Situation. This is a difficult matter, 
entailing weeks, yes, months, of work, 
and requiring an enormous quantity of 
new observation. Meanwhile the ene- 
my is left at the mercy of our plans. 

“It is most important to remember 
that the new positions we are taking 
up back of the old front are built with 
the aid of every possible device devel- 


oped by us after two and a half years | 


of warfare. The old positions were the 
result of the breaking off of the unfin- 
ished ofensive toward Paris. Many 
portions of our positions were held only 
with the greatest difficulty. The 
trenches were difficult to maintain and 
the artillery observation points, so im- 
portant in this Kind of warfare, were 
few.

tional Murder Case. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 20.—The 

final chapter in what is believed to be 
/ 

Alabama’s most sensational murder 


casé was written early tonight when 
David D. Overton, former official of 
Huntsville, under a sentence of death 
for the murder of Judge W. T. Lawler, 
his political rival, last summer, was 
shot and killed by a posse of deputy 
Sheriffs near here in a fight in which 
Overton and six companions engaged 
after they had escaped from the Jef- 
ferson county jail early today. 

Tony Malino, another fugitive, also 
met death, and J. L, Lathem, a member 
of the escaped bahd, was mortally 
wounded. Four of Overton’s compan- 
ions fled when the fight with the dep- 
uties began, and are being pursued by 
the posse. None of the deputies were 
injured. 

Malino was und@f a death sentence 
for the murder of a peddler here sev- 
éral moriths ago, and Lathem had been 
indicted om a-charge of forgery. 

The seven ‘prisoners fled ‘from Bir- 
mingham about 8 o’clock this morning, 
after overpowering two wardens and 
a turnkey. They were heavily armed. 
Thoroughfares in every direction out 
of Birmingham were searched, and 
late this evening the police were in- 
formed by a negro that the prisoners 
were hiding back of Owenton college. 
This college is within 100 yards of 
the home of Solicitor Joseph R. Tate, 
who last fall represented the state in 
the prosecution of Overton. 

Overton Died Rifle in Hand. 

Fifty shots were fired in the battle. 
The fighting occurred in a wooded 
field back of the college in the semi- 
dusk. Then deputies, under’ Sheriff 
Batson, of Birmingham, guided by 
their negro informant, surrounded the 
escaped men, and soon were joined 
by students from Owenton college. 
These youths led in a chase after 
Overton’s four companions when the 
firing began. 

Overton, armed with a rifle, met the 
fire of thé officers, alone at first, fir- 
ing the first shot, it was said. He was 
joined by Malino and Lathem, and the 
trio apparently fought to a finish. 
The slayer of Judge Lawler fell with 
a rifle in hand and must have died 
instantly. Who gave him his death 
is not known. Malino and Lathem 
both were armed with pistols, As far 
as can be learned none of the posse- 
men were ‘injured. 

Ambulances were hurried to the 
scene, and the wooded field gave the 
appearance of a real battle. Crouch- 
ing figures of possemen could be seen 
on the alert, fearing that Overton and 
his comrades may have called to their 
side a band of friends to give battle. 

The other four men who escaped 
this morning are Sam Messina, under 
a death sentence with Malino for the 
murder of a peddler; J. Anderson, 
Frank Smith and F. C. Winters, all 
three charged with forgery. 

Tony Malino is believed by officials 
to have been the leader in the plan to 
escape, with Overton as a close second, 
and the delivery is thought to have 
been carefully prearranged. About 
8 o'clock this morning, Malino was 
eating his breakfast in his, cell with 
a warden and a turnkey. Suddenly 
he leaped to his feet and locked the of- 
He then proceeded to un- 
lock the cells which contained Over- 
ton and the other prisoners. When 
the seven men had assembled in the 
cell corridor, another turnkey came 
up. He was quickly overpowered, and 
the men made their way to the jail 
yard. There they confronted Warden 
Lem Lavender. Overton, armed with 
a revolver, and Malino displayed a 
razor, forced Lavender into the jail 
kitchen and took his keys.

Harry Young was captured in Jack- 
sonville after a chase by secret serv- 
ice operatives who pursued him to an- 
Swer counterfeiting charges in a sen- 
sational exposure which also enmeshed 
his employer, Mrs, Tyler. Serving as 
her chauffeur, he also operated her car 
at times as a taxicab, and it was as 
chauffeur of a taxicab that he drove 
Paymaster Black to the scene of the 
June robbery. 

Believed to Be Accomplice. 

It was through Mrs. Tyler that Boots 
Rogers struck the vein of Yarter evi- 
dence in the case of robbery against 
him, which resulted in two mistrials. 
She informed him of Yarter’s alleged 
confession, with the result that Rogers, 
with her aid and Harry Young's, dic- 
tographed Yarter, obtaining evidence 
to justify his arrest and subsequent 
indictment on the charge of which 
Rogers was accused, 

It is alleged by the solicitor general’s 
office that Harry Young was in league 
with Yarter on the Black hold-up.

TO HAVE PERISHED. 
Washington, March 20.—Lieutenant 
Cnorth and Machinist. Mate. Hermann 
Schroder, of the German interned crews 
at Philadelphia navy yard, are believed 
to have been drowned last night in an 
attempt to escape. 

Eight other men who escaped at the 
same time have been captured by c)m- 
‘panies of miarines and the Philadel- 
phia police. These include the seven 
who were repored last night as having 
failed to escape. 

Fourteen men were cencerned in the 
attempt to escape. Officials féel cer- 
tain that the dash was known to the 
German cificers and that the men, le 
by Lieutenant Chorth, made it with 
the sanction ot the cemmanders.

Take Steps to Speed Up 
Preparedness Measures for 


the Navy. 


Washington, March 20.—For two 


hours today President Wilson discus- 
sed the international crisis with his 
cabinet. and heard urgent suggestions 
that the date for the extra session of 
congress fixed for April 16 be set forr 
ward to consider further steps in de- 
fense of American commerce against 
German submarines. It is understood 
there was not a_ dissenting voice 
against this advice. 

The president himself did not ex- 
press his views, and, so far as could be 
learned later, had not finally de- 
termined upon the course to be pur- 
sued. The prevailing belief was that 
he Would. announce the call 
early meeting of congress tomorrow. 

Among officials virtually the unan- 
imous opinion is that, in spite of the 
technical armed neutrality status of 
the United States, actually a state of 
war exists as the result of the ruth- 
less destruction of American merchant 
ships and the killing of American citi- 
zens in defiance of international law 
and of the most solemn warnings. one 
nation can give another. The only 
question is, what shall be done about 
it further than the arming of mer- 
chantmen to resist submarine attack 
if they get the chance? 

State of War Declaration. 

The cabinet members generally are 
said to have expressed today their 
willingness to support a program based 
on an early call for congress and a 
formal declaration that a state of war 
exists between Germany and the 
United States. 

Tonight the president went to the

Belgian Relief Ships Sail 
| With Safe Conducts and 
| Are Shelled by U-Boats.

| Seven Men Are Killed. 


London, March 20.—The Lendon office 
.of the commission for relief in Bel- 
gium today gave the Associated Press 
the following statement regarding the 
shelling of the relief ships Tunisie and 
Haelen, with the killing of several 
members of their crews, reported in lasf 
night’s dispatchés: 

“The Tunisie and the Haelen were 
attacked by a submarine without warn- 
(ing outside the danger zone, 66.15 
north latitude, 5.32 east longitude (off 
the southwest coast of Norway). The 
ships were not sunk. The port bow of 
the Haelen was smashed by a shell and 
seven men were killed. There: is a 
hole in the Haelen’s port bunker at 
about the water line. Sundry damage 
was done to decks and engines. The 
Tunisie is proceeding on her voyage. 
The killed include the first and third 
officers. 

' “Apparently the Haelen proceeded 
under her own steam to Stavanger, 
Norway, where temporary repairs were 
ordered, after which she proceeded to 
her American destination. 

| “The pilot reports that while he was 
leaving the ships off the Hook of Hol- 
land five German seaplanes appeared, 
and after circling around and examining 
the ships, flew northward. 

| “The ships sailed from Rotterdam 
‘last Friday and passed the Hook of 
Holland for Sandy Hook, all via the 
north route, with sailing instructions 
to keep out of the danger zone. All 


‘and safety markings consisting of four 
each of flags, pennants, side cloths, deak 
banners, signal balls, lamps and tanks; 
lalso safe conducts issued by the German 
|government, with photographic repro- 
i'ductions of the sailing directions and 
a guarantee of safety after March 15, 
sealed and certified as correct by the 
German legation at The Hague attached 
to the passes. 

“The shelled ships sailed in com- 
pany with three other Belgian ships 
‘under commission charter, all carrying 
i'similar safety markings and passes, and 
|all sailing in ballast for American ports

“A protest has been made by the 
commission to the German government, 
ithrough the Dutch, Spanish and Ger- 
man legations at The Hague, the Ger- 
man authorities in Belgium and the 
Spanish ambassador in London, and a 
report has been sent to the state de- 
partment in Washington. 

Statement by Commission. 

New York, March 20.—In connection 
with cable reports of the shelling of the 
relief ships Haelen and Tunisie and the 
alleged killing of several men in one 
of the lifeboats, the commission for 
relief in Belgium issued: the following 
statement tonight: 

“It is inconceivable that if a Ger- 
man submarine commander made such 
an attack and ordered the shooting 
down of seven relief ship sailors in an 
open lifeboat, she did so under author- 
itv from his government. 

“The ships left Holland in ballast 
with four others, under specific in- 
structions from the German govern- 
ment,as to their route and time of sail- 
ing. 

“Furthermore the commission had 
positive assurances last week from the 
German government that U-boats had 
been instructed to pass all relief ships. 

‘It is unthinkable that any govern- 
ment would at once break its word in 
such a manner, much less be a party to 
wantonly killing relief ship sailors. 

‘In such circumstances the commis- 
sion is disposed to suspend judgment 
until authentic reports are received.”

Passed by Nicholas 
As Ruler of Russia 


Refused the Suggestion to | 


Call in the Germans. 
Then He Broke Down and) 
Wept. 


Petrograd, March 20.—(Via London.) 
The history of the last hour of Hm- 
peror Nicholas as ruler of Russia is 
related by a correspondent of The Outro 
Rossii, of Moscow, as follows: 

Two trains arrived at the station at 
Vishera (on the Moscow-Petrograd ratl- 
road, 125 miles southeast of Petrograd) 
on the night of March 14. One carried 
the emperor’s suite, the second the em- 
peror, General Baron FredericKs, min- 
ister of the imperial house; Rear Ad- 
miral Niloff, General Zabel and oth- 
ers. Nicholas, called from headquar- 
ters by the empress, was on the way 
to the Tsarskoe-Selo. 

None of the telegrams about the revo- 
lution sent by President Rodzianko, of 
the duma, had reached the emperor. 
Every effort was made to keep him in 
ignorance. General Zabel protested, 
declaring that if the others refused to 
inform the emperor he would do so. 
Nicholas, who had been sleeping,: was 
awakened at 2 o’clock in the morning. 
He went to the dining car and demand- 
ed that Admiral Niloff tell him what 
had happened in Petrograd. He was 
told that a crowd of students, hoodlums 
and young soldiers had terrorized the 
duma, but that a few detachments of 
troops would be able to put them down. 

Told He Was Dethroned. 

Just then Commander Voyekoff, of 
the imperial train, entered with a tele- 
Sram stating that 700 of the St. George 
cavalry were on the way to Tsarskoe- 
Selo to present a cross to the emperor, 
and had arrived at the nearby station 
of Dno, headed by General Ivanoff. 

“Your majesty,” said Voyekoff, “it is 
enough that you appear atthe Tsarskoe- 
Selo in the midst of these heroes, and 
with the Tsarskoe-Selo garrison, go to 
the duma. All the troops will remem- 
ber their oath. It will be easy to over- 
come these young soldiers.” 

“It is a He, your majesty,” shouted 
General Zabel. “You are deceived. Read 
these telegrams. Here is the order: 
‘To the Imperial Train at Vishera: Do 
not send the train to Tsarskoe-Selo, but 
to Petrograd.’ ”’ 

The emperor arose* and exclaimed: 
“What does this mean? Is it revolu- 
tion? Is Grekoff (who signed the or- 
der to divert the train) commander in 
Petrograd?’ Then General Zabel spoke 
Out, saying: ‘“Lhere are 60,U0v0 troops 
with officers, backing the temporary 
government. Your majesty has been 
declared dethroned. It is impossible 
to go further.” 

Nicholas, completely nonplussed, ex- 
Claimed: “Why was 1 not told before? 
Why tell me now when all is finished?” 

After a moment he added with a 
gesture of helplessness: wLWet it be so. 
‘thank God. 1 will abdicate if that is 
what the people want. [I wil’ go to 
Livadia (the estate of the Russian 
imperial tamily on the south coast of 
the Crimea), to my gardens. I am so 
tond of tlowers.’’ 


Kven Moscow Not Loyal. 


The train moved toward SBologoie. 
At Dno a telegram was received stat- 
ing that the Tsarskoe-Selo garrison 
had revolted and that the empress 
had appealed to the duma for protec- 
tion. Nicholas pondered the situation, 
then said: “Il snall go to Moscow, 
Mrozovski (commander of the Moscow 
garrison) used to say Moscow always 
would defend me.” 

At Bologoie was received a telegram 
stating that the Moscow garrison had 
joined the revolution. The train re- 
turneu to Dno, where it met the train 
bearing General Ivanoff. The general 
related everything which had ‘ttaken 
place, adding: ‘“‘lhere is only one 
thing to do now. It is to open the 
Dvina front to the Germans and let 
them quiet the canaille.” 

Nicholas rejected the suggestion, 
/exclaiming angrily: “I shall never be- 
come a traitor to my country.” 

Then Nicholas broke down and wept. 
After a moment he said: “If only I 
knew my wife and children were safe 
I should go to Livadia quietly to fin- 
ish my life and let Michael govern the 
country. He is liked by the people. 
I will sign my abdication and then go 
back to the army, say good-bye to 
the soldiers and let them do ag they 
like. I shall not stand in the way.” 

This last colloquy occurred on the 
station platform. Nicholas, who was 
dressed in a soldier's coat, with a col- 
onel’s shoulder straps amd a sheepskin 
hat tilted back, frequently mopped his 
brow. He gazed about him fn an ab- 
stracted manner and then mounted the 
steps of his car. Thereupon the train 
moved off. 


NO LIVES WERE LOST 
N MEMPHIS SINKING 


New York, March 20.—No lives were 
lost in the sinking of the American 
steamship City of Memphis in the Ger- 
man submarine zone. The boat which 
was missing, containing Captain Borum 
and seven men, has reached Glasgow 
safely, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived here from the captain today by 
the owners, the Ocean Steamship com- 


pany. 

The cablegram from Captain L P. 
Borum, of Norfolk, master of the lost 
freighter, said: 

“Mémphis sunk 17th. Ship’s boats 
separated during night. Three boats 
containing forty-nine men reported 
landed Irish coast. Myself and re- 
maining landed Glasgow. Trying to as- 
semble crew.”

How he got there 
has not been definitely established, but 
it is believed that he drove from the 
scene of the shooting to the house in 
an automobile, although no one recalls 
having seen the machfine. The distance 
from ‘Chompson’s house’ to the board- 
ing house is about eleven blocks, 

A resident of the bearfding house who 
found the wounded man in thé hallway 
called to Mrs. Murch, who was in her 
room and Dr. Murch was immediately 
put to bed and physicians summoned, 
but the wounded man. expired a few 
minutes later without having made any 
Statement. 

The body -was’ remaved 
undertaking establishment, 
examination disclosed that one bullet 
had struck Dr. Murch. The bullet en- 
tered the stomath just above the navel 
and passed through the liver.

New York, March 20.—Full power 
by the government through congress 
to prevent railroad strikes, in the opin- 
ion of the railroad officials, as ex- 
pressed here today, is the country’s 
chief gain from the decision by the 
Supreme court yesterday upholding 
the Adamson act. 

An official spokesman for the na- 
tional conference committee of rail- 
way managers authorized a statement, 
which read: 

“The chief thing that the country 
has gained out of this decision is that 
it establishes beyond doubt that the 
sovernment through congress has full 
power to prevent railroad strikes. The 
Opinion, as read by Chief Justice 
White, makes it plain that employees 
of interstate carriers, because of the 
public character of the railroads, are 
affected with a public interest and 
that they have no more right to strike 
and tie up the commerce of the coun- 
try than the soldiers and sailors.

U.S. TORECOGNIZE 
RUSS REVOLUTION 


Early Recognition of New 
Government Is Predicted. 
Ambassador Francis Re- 
ports Order Everywhere. 


Washington, March 20.—Early recog- | 


nition by the United States of the new 
government set up by the revolution 
in Russia was forecast here today in 
the belief that, with good order now 
prevailing, the plans being made for 
a permanent constitutional government 
call for the moral support of this coun- 
try.

are supporting the provisional govern- 
ment, 


Ambassador Francis at Petrograd, | 


summarized the ‘situation today in the 
following cablegram: 

“The last week has seen the most 
astonishing revolution. Two hundred 
million people who have lived under 
absolute monarchy for 1,000 years and 
who are now engaged in the greatest 


war in history, have forced their em-' 


peror to abdicate for himself and his 
son and induced the brother to whom 
transferred imperial authority to ac- 
cept on condition that constitutional 
assembly of people so wi'sh and who 
will exercise power under authority 
of government framed by that as- 
sembly. 

‘No opposition to provisional gov- 
ernment which is council of ministers 
appointed by committee of twelve nam- 
ed by duma. Absolute quiet here and 
throughout all Russia. Rozdiamsky and 
Muliukoff assure me whole army and 
navy in support. Everything learned 
from unofficial sources confirms. 

“Plan of provisional government is 
to call constituent assembly or con- 
vention whose members be elected by 
whole people and who be emnowered 
to organize good government. Whether 
republic or constitutional monarchy un- 
decided, but conclusions of assembly 
will be accepted by the people and en- 
forced hy the army and navy.” 

The United States always look with 
favor upon a movement for the exten- 
sion of republicanism and has been 
eager to be among the first to wel- 
come into the family of nations new 
governments known to be founded upon 
the will of the people. The Russian 
movement consequently has been re- 
ceived with deep sympathy here, where 
the quality of the present leaders is 
well known and highly esteemed. 

As yet no official action has been 
| taken because it is not felt certain that 
the revolutionary elements set in mo- 
| tion have entirely quieted down into a 
stable government. With each day 
that passes, however, the conviction 
; increases that republican or constitu- 
_tional Russia has come to stay.

Senate Guards Against Delay.

This resolution was introduced imme- 
diately after the senate was organ- 
ized. Following the disposition of this 
resolution, Senator McFarland, of the 
Forty-fourth, was named as a member 
of the senate temperance committee to 
succeed the late Senator Ransom, of 
the Forty-second. 

The administration prohibition bill, 
bearing the names of Senators Eakes, 
Moon, McFarland, of the committee 
named at the governor’s conference 
Monday afternoon, and about fifteen 
other senators, was introdueed and 
read for the first ¢ime.

Governor Expiains Call. 

Governor Harris in his message went 
in detail into the great number and 
nature of complaints which he had 
received regarding conditions in the 
state, which led him to call the extra 
session of the legislature, charging 
the state with making a barroom out 
ef express offices and saloonkeepers 
out of express agents. 

The governor stated that, though the 
last extra session of the legislature 
was brought about by action of some 
of the members at the preceding reg- 
ular session, he himself shoulders re- 
sponsibility for the present extra ses- 
sion. 

The governor pointed out that, un- 
der the construction of the Webb- 
Kenyon act by the United States su- 
preme court the Georgia legislature 
can now absolutely prohibit the ship- 
ment of liquor into this state and can 
prohibit the possession of liquor by 
any one in this state. With this light 
before them, the governor urged that 
the legislature pass a bill which will 
make Georgia absolutely “bone dry.” 

The governor, in discussing the need 
for such legislation, stated, among 
other things, that the influence of the 
traffic in liquor in this state under 
the present shipping law of Georgia 
has reached such proportions that it 
was largely responsible for the post- 
ponement of effectiveness of the Reed 
anfendment enacted by. congress. 

The governor criticised “professional 


in the federal measures. - 


advocates of prohibition who did not 
seem to recognize the genuine article 

The governor took a shot at “moon- 
shining” in Georgia and urged that the 
legislature give the state the proper 
machinery for taking the eradication 
of illicit distilling into its own hands. 

The governor stated that, even under 
the present prohibition laws of Georgia, 
conditions have shown a great improve- 
ment wherever the law has been strict- 
ly enforced, and he hopes for more and 
state-wide improvement under whatever 
laws the present extra session may see 
fit to enact. 

The governor expressed his opinion to 
the effect that it is necessary to make 
certain exemptions in the measure 
whereby alcohol can be shipped into the 
state for medicinal, scientific, mechan- 
ical and sacramental purposes. 

He also asked for an appropriation 
of $86,000 to meet deficiencies in the 
pensions appropriations.

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UN ALL CONTRABAND 


Federal War Risk Bureau 
to Take Risks on Every- 
thing Except Arms and 
Ammunition. 


Washington, March 20.—The govern- 
ment war risk insurance’ bureau, 


which heretofore has insured only non- 
contraband, it was announed today, 
will “broaden the scope of its opera- 
tions” and hereafter insure practically 
all forms of contraband for European 
countries except arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

The decision 
Was reached at a meeting 
Secretary McAdoo and the advisory 
board of the bureau and was an- 
nounced in the following statement: 

“Secretary McAdoo, following a 
ineeting with the advisory board of the 
war risk insurance and the director of 
that bureau, announced that, owing to 
present conditions, and with a view to 
more thoroughly facilitating the com- 
merce of the United States, the bureau 
of war risk insurance would. broaden 
the scone of its operations and insure 
more. ,enerally cargoes and vessels 
bound tor European countries. Future 
policies will cover practically every- 
thing except guns, arms and ammuni- 
tion,” 

Under the law no insurance can be 
issued on vessels or cargo of vessels 
other than American. Heretofore the 
bureau has declined to issue policies 
on articles declared contraband by the 
belligerents, including almost all 
American products, with the result 
that only a small percentage of the 
American trans-Atlantic merchant 
fleet was insured by the government. 
Lven with this restriction, the bureau 
has issu-d approximately $200,000,000 
in insurance since its inauguration in 
Septeinber, 1614. Total losses have 
been small, the amount of the original 
appropriation of $5,000,000 by congress 
for the payment of losses having been 
reduced about $600,000. Premiums for 
policies are not available for the pay- 
ment of losses, but have to be turned 


into the treasury. 

(‘ongress recently apnropriated $15,- 
100,000 additional for the payment of 
losses, bringing the total up to ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 and indications 
are that at the extra session request 
will be made for a still further ap- 
propriation.

barbarism, but we are fighting for eur 
existence. We were compelled by the 
refusal of tke entente to make peace 
to defend ourselves against their prom- 
ised offensive. We nave done every- 
thing we could to avoid needless suf- 
fering, but what happens is their fault, 
not ours. 

“We expect the entente to claim all 
this as a great victory. They will say 
they recaptured these cities. They have 
not. They have not won them by bat- 
tle. We are not moving back because 
of enemy pressure, but we are reshap- 
ing the western front lines so that we 
will have an aggressive initiative. Just 
in this manner Yon Hindenburg drew 
back the lines in Poland in the winter 
of 1914 to make possible the great of- 
fensive of 1915, and similarly we per- 
mitted the Rumanians to sweep across 
the Carpathians last summer that we 
might destroy their armies when they 
got out of their own lines. 

“The Rumanian campaign shows what 
the possibilities of the present ,move- 
ment are. It is the only kind of strat- 
egy that can make possible a decision 
on the western front.” 


PERIL FOR GERMANY 
IN RUSS REVOLUTION 


Amsterdam, arch 20.—(Via lLon- 
don.)—The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger, a 
copy of which has been received here, 
says that if the Russian revolution has 
resulted in a decisive victory over Rus- 
sian absolutism, it means the disap- 
pearance of an important element of 
weakness in the Russo-French alliance 
and makes.for the stability of the en- 
tente, as the war aims of the demo- 
cratic western powers could not, in the 
long run, be the same as the aims of 
Russian absolutism. 

“The great Russian revolution,” savs 
The Lokal Anzeiger, “will make an end

Battleship of the Danton 


' Class Torpedoed in Medi- 
_| terranean, According to 


Berlin--The Vessel Carried 
Nearly 700 Men. 


Berlin, March 20.—(Via Sayville.)— 
was sunk by a German submarine in 
the Mediterranean yesterday, the ad- 
miralty announced today. 

The admiralty statement reads: 

“A German submarine, commanded by 
Lieutenant Captain Moraht, on March 
19, in the western Mediterranean, sank 
a large French battleship of the Dan- 
ton class, protected by destroyers. 

“The battleship was running a zig- 
zag course. Immediately after being 
hit she listed heavily and capsized 45 
minutes later.” 


Warships of the Danton class dis- 
place 18,028 tons. The complement con- 
sists of 681 officers and men. There 
are five battleship of the Danton class, 
in addition to the name ship, the oth- 
ers being the Mirabeau, the Diderot, the 
Condorcet, the Vergniaud and the Vol- 
taire. All except the Vergniaud were 
completed in 1909, she having been 
finished in 1910. Ships of the class 
have a length of 481 feet, beam of 84 
feet and draft of 27.5 feet. Their 
armament consists of four 12-inch gun's, 
twelve 9.4-inch guns, sixteen 2.9-inch 
guns, ten 3-pounders and two torpedo 
tubes, submerged. They average about 
19.5 knots in speed.

Each time the enemy was driven back 
by our fire and suffered serious losses 
without securing any results. 

‘In Alsace there have been encoun- 
ters between patrols in Carspach wood, 
in which we took some prisoners.

“One of the German airplanes report- 
ed as having been destroyed March 17 
was brought down by Adjutant Dauchy. 
This is the fifth machine brought down 
by this pilot up to the present time. 

“Yesterday two German airplanes fell 
within our lines as a result of aeriat 
engagements, one in the region of 
Noyon and another near Guiscard. An- 
other German machine, ° subjected to 
machine gunfire by one of our air pilots 
on March 16, was found yesterday by 
French troops near Noyon.

They also took more than 
1,200 prisoners, including 11 officers. 

Military activity by British forces 
east of ke Doiran resulted in the 
bringing in of prisoners. 

The statement says: 

“Macedonian Front: Between March 
18 and March 18, inclusive, after a 
series of very spirited attacks in teh 
region north and east of Monastir 
and in spite of the stubborn resistance 
of the enemy and the hampering of 
very heavy snow storms French troops 
captured by assault Hill 1248, the 
Snegovo monastery and the village of 
Rashtani (about. three miles north of 
Monastir). The counter attacks of 
the enemy were repulsed. Nine ma- 
chine guns and over 1,200 prisoners, 
including 11 officers, fell into our 
hands.

CLASS LEGISLATION, | 


*" SAY. PHYSICIANS 


Members of the Fulton County Medi- 
cal society, and doctors from other 
parts of the state are up in arms 
against the section of the administra- 
tion prohibition bill, introduced in the 
extra session of the legislature Tues- 
day, which provides that upon convic- 
tion of violation of the law a doctor 


shall have his license taken away from 
him and shall be forbidden forever to 
practice in this state again. 

This section, the doctors declare, is 
the crassest sort of class legislation, 
and a number of doctors, both from 
Fulton county and other partg of the 
state, are expected to appear at the 
capitol Wednesday to protest again'st 
this provision of the bill. 

A representative of the Fulton Coun- 
ty Medical society stated last night 
tnat the doctors have no objection to 
the legislature making the state of 
Georgia just as “dry’ as they please 
and attaching the heaviest sort of pen- 
alties for the violation of the law, 
but they do desire that the legislature 
make no discrimination against them, 
which the doctors hold the section re- 
ferred to to be. 

It was pointed out that the proposed 
measure provides that doctors, phar- 
macists and druggists Who are con- 
Victed under this law are prohibited 
from further practice in the state, 
while the proposed measure would im- 
pose no such penalty upon anybody 
else who violated the law. This, it was 
Stated, is an extremely severe pen- 
alty, but even at that the doctors do 
not object to it, if the penalty is made 
to apply to everybody alike. 

It was further pointed out _ tha, 
through such a penalty being attached 
to a Violation of the law, any doctor 
of the state is at once laid liable to 
persecution by any one who may hold 
a petty spite against him; that any 
enemy of a doctor may endanger or 
actually abridge the right of any doc- 
tor in the state to practice.

CLOTHES CATERING 
10 THE YOUNG MAN 


Where and How Ideas Are 
Obtained by a Designer of 
This Class of Garment. 


One of the best-known creators of 


men’s fashions is a young man. He 
hopes to stay young. ‘“‘My usefulness 
will cease,” says A. G. Peine, of Alfred 
Decker & Cohn, of Chicago, ‘“‘when I am 
no longer able to feel young, act young 
and think as a young man does. For 
When a man has reached a certain age 
limit he cannot see things through the 
eyes of youth. 

As a designer of clothing for young 
men Mr. Peine has upset some of the 
cherished traditions of the profession. 
His workshop in its truest sense sees 
very little of him. He roams around 
the country at large, mingling with 
the men whose tastes he must satisfy, 
whose desires he must anticipate. These 
men he associates with in their clubs, 
their sports, their pleasures, and their 
business life. His trips from coast to 
coast take in the big universities and 
the small colleges, every and any place 
where young men congregate. Mr. Peine 
has an engaging personality, and it is 
easy to imagine that wherever he goes 
he is taken as ‘‘one of the crowd” and 
not as a prying outsider. 

The sources of style are many and 
complex. Mr. Peine has. little use for 
stvles produced through common agree- 
ment. 

“It is not the idea itself,” he says, 
“but the suggestion which that idea 
makes on the receptive mind that leads 
to originality in stvle creation. Today, 
for instance, I may be walking along 
Fifth avenue and see there two men. 
What they wear is of little consequence 
except to wake in my mind certain dis- 
crepancies in their appearance that 
might be remedied by the substitution 
of a different line, another treatment 
of their style of dress. With the men-

“When I have picked up an idea and 
drafted my design,. the work has not 
been completed until I have secured 
the finished garment in just the style 
I had in mind. Tt is not sufficient for 
a designer to come in the actual 
garment to the mental picture he had 
formed of that article. He must get a 
perfect result. To do this we have at 
times made a dozen or’ more garments 
just to get the one effect we desired. 
The rest are thrown away. 

“In different parts of the country 
different styles are required. Special 
models are produced for different parts 
of the country. Particular attention is 
paid to special requirements in given 
sections. For instance, the narrow 
shoulder styles that nre eraeerly taken 
in New York are not so popular on 
the coast, where a big coat is desired, 
with full shoulders, well built up. This 
sort of specialization requires a care- 
ful combing for tdeas in the various 
sections of the country. It wouldn't 
do for me to stav in Chicago and plan 
what the men of the whole country are 
to wear. My ideas in that case would 
be limited to what I saw in Chicago. 

“It is this specialization that has led 
to the amazing growth of the young 
men's clothing business. Ten years ago 
clothes designed especially for voung 
men were unheard of. We-had youth 
sizes which were made about a half 
an inch smaller all-around than the 
32 to 36 sizes worn by older men, but 
as far as style was concerned, the 
young men were wearing the same de- 
sizns as their el€ers. Today the larger 
retailers have separate

there was word from Minneapolis of 
liberal offerings of Canadian wheat. 
On the other hand, war preparations, 
by the United States tended to en- 
courage the bulls, and so likewise did 
administration efforts to counteract 
dangers to American shipping.

He opened 
his program with a sonata (D minor, 
No. 1) by his famous teacher, Guil- 
mant, which the program notes an- 
nounced had been “dedicated to his 
majesty, King Leopold II. of the Bel- 
gians.”’ The first chords which M. Bon- 
net played in Atlanta, the annotations 
continued, others con'stitute a  provis 
homage to tbe memory of his master, 
Guilmant, who was one who had a pro- 
found admiration for America.

His tremendous grasp of its 
full capacity sent a thrill through the 
house; no mere volume of sound, but 
the marvelous articulation of the in- 
dividual tones, the brilliance of his 
full organ, making the pulse of. his 
hearers beat faster. 

His pedal work was as clean, as 
even, as his handling of the manual, 
the pedal passages taking their right- 
ful place, as he presented them, in 
equal instrumental value and decisive- 
ness with the contrasting manual, an 
achievement which not many organ- 
ists arrive at. 

His handling of the classic phrase, 
like the allegro in the Guilmant sonata, 
or the toccato and fugue of’Bach, were 
absolutely according to classic de- 
mand, accurate, perfect of rhythm and 
balance of tone, but illuminated by 
the vital spark to such a degree of life 
and high soul that the dullest listener 
must have asked himself how he could 
ever have deemed Bach dry. 

“Souer Monique” was a delicious 
thing of the seventeenth century by 
Conperin, in which the apoggiatura 
became a thing of fairy-like grace. A 
fugue by Buxtehude, Bach’s master, 
and a quaint gavotte from a sonata by 
Padre Martini, with two groups of the 
organist’s own compositions, complet- 
ed the program. 

His Own Compositions. 


The compositions by M. Bonnet in- 
dicated his place among the best of 
modern composers, although his man- 
ner was more frequently after’ the 
stvle of the classicists. 

For the last of several encores he 
played the “Star Spangled Banner,” 
which in his hands assumed a musical 
dignity in keeping with its patriotic 
importance. Our national anthem was 
followed by the ‘‘Marseillaise,” and the 
two were woven into an improvisa- 
tion which was no “medley of national 
airs,” but a majestic inspiration, as im- 
pressive in its instrumentation as it 
was profound with feeling.
